State Auditor B. E. Thrasher, 
Jr., however, thanked the Georgia 
Senate for blocking the new ap.- 
propriations bill after the defeat of 
the proposed sales tax. 


He explained that had the 
record-breaking $118,000,000 bill 
passed, the State Government 
would have been in an “‘embarrass- 
ing position.”

out that the General Assembly, by 
its failure to provide new revenue, 
has scrapped the proposed ex- 
panded service program . other 
|'than the possible continuation of 
‘the 50 percent raise for school 
| teachers.» 

Failure to provide for new rev- 
enue also caused the State to lose 
$6,000,000 annually in Federal 
i/money, largely for Social Security 
benefits, Thrasher declared. 

The State Auditor was allowed 
ito speak before the Senate at his 
‘request. He prefaced his remarks: 


“I don’t think it exactly fair for | 


‘you members to leave here with- 
out having some idea of the State's 
| financial status.” 

| ‘Thrasher estimated the State in- 
come for this year would amount 
to $85,000,000, but predicted an 
economic drop in a year or two 
which would make the State's 
average income over a period of

Some $11,500,000 set aside from 
the Arnall Administration 
match Federal road funds was 
termed “an ace in the hole” by 
Thrasher.

He’s In Control

A complete split in the Democratic Party in Georgia was 
forecast by political observers as a politics-ripped General 
Assembly closed its session Saturday with little to show 
for its 70 days of. legislation. 

‘Two “Democratic” primaries by opposing political groups 
a red-hot gubernatorial race in‘the genefal election in 1948 
foreseen by the observers, with two candidates already in the contest. 

The two men who fought for the Governor's office in the 
courts for the past two months may try to run for the nomination 
in separate primaries in the Summer of 1948. Neither Acting Gov. 
Thompson nor Herman Talmadge, former claimant to the Governor's 
office, would relish the idea of running in a primary controlled 
by an opponent. 


There is speculation that Acting Gov. Thompson will attempt 
to take control of the State Democratic Party, which is now con- 
trolled by former House Speaker Roy Harris and Talmadge. National 
Democratic Committeeman E. D. Rivers already has announced his 
support of Thompson for election in 1948. Rep. Walter Harrison, of 
Jenkins County, announced plans to seek national party recognition 
of the “real’’ Democratic Party of Georgia. Thompson, in his speech 
to the Legislature, denounced the party “bolters” who conducted a 
“write-in” contest against the Democratic nominee, the late Eugene 
Talmadge. 

Talmadge and Harris are confident they are entrenched in 
control of the State Democratic Party machinery. Their supporters 
observe that the party’s Executive Committee, headed by James 
Peters, of Manchester, was set up by convention at Macon last Fall, 
and they don’t believe it can be changed. County political officers 
are to be elected next year, ]

other group attempts to hold a primary. 

There is talk that Dan Duke, former Assistant State Attorney 
General, will open a campaign for Governor next month. Duke, 
a crusader against the Ku Klux Klan and Columbians, doesn’t 
feel Thompson is liberal enough. He recently was approved 
Talmadge to continue his war on the Columbians. Duke might 
face a choice of two “Democratic” primariés.

The Home Rule Bill, passed the General Assembly Saturday. will | 


permit municipalities in 103 of Georgia’s 159 counties to pass their 


own purely local legislation instead of sending it to the State Legis- | 


lature. Representatives of the other 56 counties asked that the bill 


not apply to their counties. 

Opponents of the measure feared 
home rule might be forced on 
them should the Supreme Court 
hold it unconstitutional to exempt 
them. However, a Conference 
Committee provision would void 
the entire Bill if the Court should 
rule that cities in the 56 counties 
also were affected. Any city 
which might adopt a home rule 
charter prior to such a Court rul 
ing would not have its laws 
changed, though, the Home Rule 
Bill provides. :

Everything from dogs to dentistry is represented in the Fourth 


Annual Georgia Student Art Exhibition now 
Athens.

Georgia Fine Arts Gallery, 
of yound Georgia artists. 

The Exhibition, sponsored annu- 
ally by the University Department 
of Art, has entries from 149 Geor- 
gia schools from kindergarten to 
college level with 703 paintings 
and drawings and 39 arts and 
crafts, or three-dimensional pieces 
of work. Most of the work is by 
primary. elementary and high 
school students, with a few col- 
leges represented. 

One voung fellow has submit- 
ted a sketch of a skunk family, 
another a water color of what 
women’s hats may be by 1950. The 
Exhibition gives the lay art critic 
an interesting perspective of youth, 
imagination, arv¥ and this age in 
which we live. There are rock- 
ets, planes and sea and land craft 
of many types, but the Exhibition 
taken as a whole indicates that 
Christmas, jumping rope, circuses, 
colorful cow punchers and spotted 
cows are holding their places as 
subject material for the juvenile 
artist. 

The purpose of these annual stu- 
dent exhibitions is to encourage 
art interest and expression. Al- 
though there are some awards and 
scholarships made, the primary 
aim is the promotion of Georgia 
art and artists in Georgia. Eighty 
pieces will be selected from those 
now on display and will be circu- 
lated throughout the State in two 
traveling exhibitions during the 
1947-48 academic year. 

Modern art teachers are stress- 
ing self-expression on the part of 
the beginning artist, and the trend 
away from the formal copy is evi- 
dent in the Exhibition’s “sam- 
pling” of juvenile Georgian art. 

Wiley Ann Fordham, Savannah 
seventh grader, has done an inter- 
esting study of what she consid- 
ers fear—an unusual arrangement 
of a snake, a rat, a yellow eye and 
several demon-like faces. 


Cowboys, locomotives, 


First Grader Judy Rutland, De- 
catur, displays a storm in which it 
rains a great deal without the con- 
ventional cats, dogs, pitchforks and 
daffodils. Her classmate, Charlie 
Green, goes in for unusual race 
horses. 

“At the Dentist,” by Ralph Saye, 
Athens fourth grader, is a crayon 
work in bright yellow—probably 
his least favorite color—showing 
a boy sliding down in the dentist’s 
chair while a dentist of gigantic 
proportions stands by. These 
pieces are done subjectively but, 
at the same time, show the artists’ 
personal viewpoint. 

The objective and abstract are 
also present in quantity. Patterns 
and designs in color and form rep- 
resent music, moads and still life. 
Refreshingly absent are pieces pat- 
terned after the work of the Dali 
school, with chest-of-drawers 
bodies and melting watches. 


The exhibition will be on dis- 
play in the university art gallery 
until April 1. Ralph M. Pearson,

NEW THERMOPLASTIC FINISH DEVELOPED 


Cheaper, Longer-Wearing Shoes 
Promised hy Industrial Chemists 


NEW YORK, (NANA)—Less expensive but bet- 
ter shoes and other leather goods are possible now, 
thanks to industrial chemists. They developed 
thermoplastic resins, which turn out better look- 


ing, longer lasting leather much faster and cheaper 
than glazing, the historic method. . 

It came out of a combination of circumstances 
which found the leather industry hunting a way 
out of a near-impossible situation. Leather had 
always been finishéd by glazing, which was highly 
skilled and dangerous work. Young men shied off 
the long apprenticeship required, with the result 
that glazers became scarce and costs soared. The 
chemical industry showed the way out of the spot 


hide. It is smooth, has a mellow sheen and pro- 
duces a more water-resistant surface than the 
older method. The surface film is tough and con- 
tinuous and does not roughen when stretched. 

While the final product is greatly improved, the 
actual saving shows up in the amount of time and 
work involved in the finishing process. ‘ The glaz- 
ing system took several coats, each of which had 
to be dried and rubbed. It required great skill 
besides much lifting and moving of heavy hides. 
Under the new system, two coats often do:the job 
and these combine with the leather to give a better 
and deeper finish. 

A man with little experience can do the work 
now and at far greater speed than the old-time 
experts. With glazing experts hard to find, labor

These resins bind pigment to leather simply by 
hot pressing. Not only does the finish go on 
faster by the new method, but it effectively covers 
rnore blemishes and increases the value of skins. 
In shoe leather, under the old method, only the 
outer surface could be used. With this new sys- 
tem, the hide can be split and the under half also 
can be given a smooth surface, duplicating the 
outer layer. 

The new finish gives a more “leather-like” ap- 
pearance, especially to the split under-half of the 


costs had doubled. 
With thermoplastic resin finishes, an inexperi- 
enced man can handle a skin in 10 seconds. It 
took an expert a full minute under the old method. 
The difference between six hides a minute and 
one a minute amounts to a tremendous saving. 
Technical men predict the process soon will be 
speeded still more by the use of pressure rolls 
instead of the plates now. used for hot pressing. 
This will mean even greater economies, which 
should result in savings to consumers.

SECRET SERVICE’S JOBS 

The Secret Service is a bureau 
of the Treasury Department. Its 
job is to guard the Presidents of 
the United States and also to 
track down counterfeiters and 
forgers. And that’s how Brodnax 
acquired his variegated list of 
friends. For in line of duty he has 
known every President from Wood- 


‘row Wilson to Harry Truman. And 
| during 


the same period he has 
run down counterfeiters and forg- 
ers by the hundreds. 


Until 10 years ago the Atlanta 
office of the Secret Service had 
jurisdiction over both Georgia and 
Florida. And that’s how he hap- 
pened to run upon the twod most 
sensational incidents of his ca- 
reer—the attempted assassination 
of President-elect Franklin Roose- 


velt on Feb, 15, 1933, at Miami, 
Fla., and the counterfeiting case 
involving Sidney: J. Catts, former 
Governor of Florida.

Since 1941, the Commission said, 
a total of 392,889 investigations 
have been made for loyalty. and 
for other reasons and 43,537 per- 
sons have been found ineligible 
for Government employment — 
1,307 on the grounds of disloyalty. 

These investigations, however, 

represented a comparatively small 
proportion of the 9,604,935 Federal 
placements in that period. 
‘Mr. Truman made each depart- 
ment head in the executive branch 
of the Government personally re- 
sponsible for assurance that none 
but loyal 
his payroll. Each department 
head will prescribe and administer 
procedures of loyalty determina- 
tion within the framework of the 
President's order. 

The order, Mr. *Truman said, 
shall be considered as providing 
“minimum requirements.” 

The Commission in warning that 
it would be unrealistic to assume 
foreign powers gre not maintain- 
ing intelligence methods in this 
country, added: 

“Even if all the specific recom- 
mendations contained in this re- 
port are adopted and effectuated, 
there is still a distinct need for 
aggressive and _ uninterrupted 
counter-intelligence, particularly 
in its counter-espionage phases. A 
clear example of that need is pre- 
sented in the recent widely pub- 
licized Canadian experience with 
Communist espionage activities.”’ 

The Comission said complete 
protection to the Government 
handicapped by the fact that pub- 
lic funds are “not unlimited” and 
that they must be made available 
for many other necessary and vital 
purposes,

Bowers Feels. 
He Has One 
Punch Left 


D. Talmadge Bowers who cam- 
paigned unsuccessfully for 
Georgia governorship last year, 
has threatened to take his. fight 
for the office to the United States 
Supreme Court. 

Bowers, along with Herman 
Talmadge and James V. Car- 
michael, was:one of the three per- 
sons receiving the highest num- 
ber of write-in votes when the re- 
turns of the Nov. 
canvassed and published by =the 
Legislature the night of Jan. 14-15 
when the General Assembly 
named Talmadge as Governor. 

In a statement Saturday from 
Elberton, Bowers reiterated his 
claim that he was a legally quali- 


fied candidate in the general elec- | 


tion and is “the only man living 
in Georgia who is legally and con- | 
stitutionally entitled to the gov- 
ernorship.” 

Bowers said Acting Gov. Thomp- | 
son is now serving illegally, ac- 
cording to the Constitutions of 
Georgia and the United States, 
and “I expect to show’it as such 
by the courts of the land.”

when England pulls out and Rus- 
sia steps in? 

Then perhaps it might 
for all of us to be a little 
about our deep-seated scorn for 
the British, who currently at least 
are attempting to get out of India 
without leaving a political vacuum 
and chaos in their wéke. 

Certainly England has _ plun 
dered and exploited the brightest 
jewel in her crown: has given con 
cessions to the Indians which were 
too little and too late: and in the 
past, at least, has encouraged far 
tionalism in the vicious old fo 
mula of “divide and rule.” 

Currently, however, India is a 
liability rather than .an asset to the 
hard-pressed, distintegrating Brit 
ish Empire. India has a sterling 
balance in London of billions 
enough to wipe out all British 
vestments in India if the 
were balanced 

Indian nationalism, growing con 
stantly for decades, has reached 
an emotional piteh which makes 
further stalling by the British vat 
tually impossible 

Robert Aura Smith, for 
years New York Times correspond 
ent and wartime information off! 
cer in India, is somewhat pro-Brit 
ish in his approach the Indian 
puzzle. But he realizes the ‘get 
out-of-India”’ demand poses one of 
the most complicated problems of 
our time, 

For instance the Hindus of the 
Congress Party lead by Nehru and 
Gandhi are telling.the British “get 
out first’: a constitution and a go: 
ernment can be formed afterward 

The Muslims under Jinnah are 
saying “split India first.” They 
are demanding the wholly unreal! 
istic Pakistan—a separate Muslim 
India: (P stands for Punjab, A for 
Afghan border states. K_ fo: 
Kashmir, S for Sind, and Tan fo: 
Baluchistan: none of them wholly 
Muslim). 

The fabulous Rajas of 
India are demanding “security 
thrones, first.” 

And the British, who know 
they must get out not later 
June, 1948, are insisting that the 
Indians “write a constitution and 
form a solid all-Indian government 
first.” They wish to turn over the 
sovereignty to a responsible and 
functioning authority. 

Before you solve the Indian 
problem over your next cocktail, 
spend 10 or 12 hours really study- 
It isn’t as sim-

Another Era of Lawlessness? 


Is America in for another decade of 
the lawlessness which characterized the 
“roaring twenties” after World War I? 

J. Edgar Hoover, of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, reports that crime in- 
creased 7.6 percent last year and warns 
that the old gangs, whose tribal wars were 
front page 20 ago, are 
grouping. 

Mr. Hoover did not specify the racket 
for which the gangs are being reorganized. 
With prohibition gone, the lucrative illicit 
liquor racket is out, but other possibilities 
are gambling, car stealing, kidnaping, con- 
fidence games and others, including plain 
murder for profit. 

Juveniles, the FBI chief says, who 
learned delinquency during the free-and- 
€asy war years, are growing up. Many of 
them have graduated from the petty 
thievery and other misdemeanors to armed 
robbery and more serious crime. Mr. 
Hoover cites the breakdown of the Amer- 
ican home as beginning to be reflected in 
the national behavior pattern, and declares

There was one encouraging note in Mr. 
Hoover's report. It showed that : 
one-fifth fewer women were arrested in 
1946 than the year previous. Optimists 
can take the figure as an indication that 
the breakdown of the home was only a 
temporary condition brought the 
war. Now that the country is beginning to 
return to normal it can be hoped, at least, 
that American mothers have settled down 
from the frenzy of wartime living to give 
their children the care and direction they 
need. Only by this means can we escape 
another crop of juvenile delinquents, a 
large proportion of whom will grow into 
major criminals. 

The most effective means of combat- 
ing an impending crime wave is strict 
law enforcement. Agencies of the law now 
are shandicapped by the lack of. trained 
personnel, it is true, but there is nothing 
to prevent those officers being given in- 
struction which will make them more effi- 
cient. No one wants to return to that era 
of lawlessness which this country experi- 
enced during the first 12 years after World 
War I. From Mr. Hoover's report, how- 
ever, only the strictest vigilance on the 
part of law enforcement agencies can pre- 
vent such a recurrence.

If it wasn’t the road to political Damascus, I 
thought it was. 7 

It came to me months ago, swiftly, in a 
Damascus sort of way, that one reason the people generally have 
too little realization of the facts of life with regard to politics, is 
that the real story too seldom has been told. -We who write of 
it from day to day, or on occasion, have gone at it with the Jeffer- 
sonian approach as opposed to the Hamiltonian approach which 
was, “Your people, sir, are a great beast.”’ 

We have talked and written of the “people,” of “rights,” of 
“democracy,” of “good. government,” the “power of the ballot,” of 
“ideals,” and quoted ringing epigrams and paragraphs from the 
sages and the martyrs of bygone political struggles. We have, I 
am convinced, done ourselves, politics and the people a disservice. 

Because, God help us all, that isn’t the true story. 

The Jeffersonian idea is mine—that the democratic way is slow, 
cumbersome, awkward and inefficient—but that finally, often after 
long travail, the voice of the people makes itself heard and felt. 

That is why I have always believea, and still believe, that 
the legislative branch of government, being next to the people, is 
and of a right ought to be, the most powerful in expressing the 
wishes of the people. The fact that too often such branches are 
made up of representatives of pressure groups and greedy corpora- 
tions is true, but does not change the basic fact. The corporations 
have their side of it. They are shake-down targets. 

At any rate, the process is not slicked up in the smooth dress 
of.the orators or the sayings of the wise. 

Democracy is the people—almost always long delayed. 


Humility One who deals in words, even modestly as in a news- 
paper column, is of necessity humble. The type- 
writer or the pen is a two-edged instrument, as those who use 
them inevitably learn. With the knowledge comes humility and 
an ability to shrug off insolence, arrogance, and abuse by the 
malicious or by those who honestly misunderstand. 

Humility elso com with the knowledge that no matter how 

hard ove sirives to pit the little word simply and plainly one 
the otl not always succeed.

: As pointed out in this column many weeks 
Legal Question ago, the issue over the governorship was 
simply a legal question. It was, true, a legal question that arose 
because of the intensity of partisan politics, but from the start it 
had moved out of the field of political affairs into the purlieu of 
the courts. Now with both the claimants accepting the decision 
as Georgians, and Americans, must accept such decisions, the State 
can resume its customary habits and aspirants to the gubernatorial 
chair can, in proper mannef, appeal once more to the political 
hustings and campaign for the decision of the voters next year. 

Whichever way the decision had gone would have been ac- 
cepted as final. Of that there can be no doubt. Georgians know 
the seven members of their Supreme Court and would, everyone 
of us, deeply resent any slur upon the integrity of any one of the 
seven. We had, and still have, complete confidence that their ruling 
was made solely according to the law, tat politics did not, in any 
degree, taint the outcome of their deliberations. 

That we were correct when, again weeks ago, we said both dis- 
putants had apparently good legal argument for their respective 
claims, is proven by the fact that two of the seven justices dissented 
from the majority ruling. Nevertheless, the margin of five to two 
is large enough to leave no room for argument or doubt of its 
accuracy. 


Herman Talmadge, by his prompt and 
Increased Stature quiet acceptance of the ruling, by his 
quick removal from_the Governor's office and the Governor’s Man- 
sion has, beyond doubt,. added to his stature as a political figure. 
He will be a political force to be reckoned with for many years to 
come. He could have done no otherwise than he did, when the 
decision. was handed down, but the dignified acceptance of the 
ruling will go far to erase the stigma that was attached to his name 
because of the unjustifiable use of physical force and violence 
which attended his taking over the office nine weeks ago. 

Public opinion is powerful and in political issues is the decid- 
ing factor in America. Nevertheless there is one situation in which 
public opinion should not carry weight. Our high courts should 
be above influence of any type, even that of public opinion. For 
our courts must decide according to the law. To expect our courts 
to be affected by mass opinion is to abandon rule by law and sub- 
stitute decision by mob actions. 

Whether the majority of Georgia opinion favored Thompson or 
Talmadge was not the question the Supreme Court had to decide. 
They had to rule on the legality of the legislative election of Tal- 
madge and. even though their ruling should disagree with the 
opinion of 90 percent of Georgia, it is good to feel that they would 
have ruled according to law, regardless of all outside influence. 

I am proud to realize The Constitution, for one, made no effort 
to influence the court’s decision by exerting the pressure of public 
opinion, or of mass hysteria.

Members of the Georgia Supreme Court have 
qualified themselves as capable of serving on tne 
Atomic Bomb Commission. The manner in w! 
they kept secret their decision on the gubernatorial decision snowed 
they could be trusted with any secret. Of course, there were 
guesses, ranging all the way from 4-to-3 decisions to unanimous 
decisions on both sides, but no outsider actually knew the Cou:

reduction. 

President Truman's budget 
ed for about $11,500,000,000 
national defense, by far the 
est item in the budget. 

Any substantial’ reduction 
this amount, military chieftatns 
claim, would seriously hamper our 
military power and prestige 
abroad. Critics of the budget, 
however, have maintained that 
there is always some water that 
can be squeezed out of any budg- 
et and that in this case appropria- 
tions could be cut without too 
much damage. 

In testing public sentiment on 
the matter, the Institute first ask- 
ed voters whether they had fol- 
lowed arguments in Congress for

The point of view of the largest 
number is that so long as no gen- 
eral European peace settlement 
has been made and Russia con- 
tinues her expansionist foreign 
policy, we should maintain our 
military strength unchanged. 

Typical of this attitude is the 
opinion expressed by a business 
executive interviewed in Boston: 

“We'll never be able to bargain 
effectively with the Russians by 
tying one ,arm behind our back. 
This is ne time to deliberately 
weaken ourselves; it will make the 
rest of the world think we're soft 
and flabby.” 

The main argument in favor of 
cutting the military and naval 
budget, as seen by voters, is typi- 
fied in his opinion from a 
in Cleveland: 

“People who pay taxes will get 
féd up with having to carry the 
load of a big Army in peacetime.” 


GENERALLY speaking, the 
American public has for many 
years taken the Army’s side of the 
case in arguments over defense ap- 
propriations. During the _ 1930's 
polls found public opinion substan- 
tially in accord with plans to build 
up the Army, Navy and Air Force. 

There is wide’ public support, 
too, for peacetime compulsory 
military training in order to main- 
tain a large reserve of trained 
military personnel. Even before 
the war ended polls were finding 
large majorities in favor of such 
a peacetime program. 

The attitude has remained 
changed; the most recent poll, re- 
ported last month, found 72 per- 
cent in favor, 23 percent opposed 
and 5 percent undecided.
